Image/audio quality may be poor in the 
following areas due to inadequate signal 
reception.

Battery

• When storing the battery separately, make sure 
you put it in a case, etc. and store it in a dry 
and cool place.

Software Update 


Check if software on handset needs to be 
updated, and update it through the network.
